WEST INDIBS. 

Havana, via Key West, Nov. 15.—The fol- 
lowing account of events at Sdatingo de Cu- 
ba, was received bere from Havana, on Fri- 
day morning, the 7th tnstant :— 

Thirty-nine ef the crew of the Virginius 
were brougbt on shoro and taken to prison, 
10 ‘remain there.antil their exesation, which 
was ordered for that afternoon. Capt. Fry, 
a noble looking old /mian, boing fully a head 
taller than the rest of the crew, met hie men 
oo the wharf previous to their march to 
prison, saluted them all, and the salute was 
returned with affection. 

At 4:45, p.m., Capt. Fry, thirty.siz' men 
and officers were publicly shot, despite the 
protests of all the competent foreign author- 
ities. The marines were seven minutes kill- 
ing the wretebed prisoners. It seemed as if 
they would never Gnish. At last the sailors 
marched off, and the troops filed past a long 
row of corpses. Then the dead-carts were 
burried up, and loaded indiscriminately with 
the mangled remains. 

The American consul bas done all that 

could have been done; be was threatened 
with violence by the authorities fur his ex- 
ertions on behalf of the prisoners. In an in- 
terview with General Burriel, that officer 
yelled/at him, and otherwise treated him dis- 
respectfully. 
_ The British consul also made an ineffectual 
protest against theexecutions. It is reported 
that gixteen of the victims were British sub- 
jects. 


BASTERN STATES. 


New Yor, Nov. 15.—Vice-Admiral Row- 
an, of the Brooklyn Navy Yard, says that the 
Minnesota could be got ready for sea in one 
or two mosths, and Juniata ready in a day 
ortwo. The Powbatzan was ready to sail. 

Work is continued on the Spanish iron- 
clad Oropelies, which isin the dry dock at 
this place. 

Provipence, R.I., Nov. 15.—The Osipee 
arrived at Newport early this afternoon. Ske 
will take a supply of torpedoes on board, and 
probably sail to-night for Cuba, 

Puttavecenra, Nov. 15.—Seven hundred 
men are fitting the monitors Ajax and Man~ 
hattan, aod the sloop of war Canandaigua, 
for service. 

The monitors carry fifteen-inch Dahlgren 
guns,and the Canandaigua carries teo guns. 
They will be placed in commission early next 
weex,and the aloop of war within-a fortnight. 

BUROPE. 

Roms, Nov. 15.—The Italian Parliament 
was opened to-day by the King in person. 

In the speech from the throne, the King 
said that he hoped fora continuance of the 
work of internal organization ; that thus 
Italy might increase her prosperity, aud order 
and safety. These were indispensable condi- 
tions to industry and progress. 

It had been shown that Rome might be- 
come the capital of Italy without encroach- 
ing upon the independence of the Pope, or 
exercise his spiritual functions, and our re 
lations with the Catholic world. We will 
respect,religious sentiments and liberty, but 
will not permit attecks upon the nation aad 
its institutions. 

Oar relations with all foreign powers are 
kindly ; the affections of the Emperors and 
peoples of Austria and Germany bave beeo 
addressed to Italy, which has conquered her 
rightfal place among the nations. Since the 
causes-of war between Austria and Italy bave 
disappeared, there remains nothing but 
eon ee of mutual interest and sure friend- 
ship. We wish to live in harmony with all 
nations, but we will firmly guard our rights 
and dignity. 

Panis, Nov. 15.—Upon the meeting of the 
Assembly to-day, a member ofthe Right an- 
nounced that the committee on the prolougs- 
tion of McMahon's powers was still in sea-

In 
Hamboldt Co., a sensible man of small means 
could venture to begin farmiog; bat io 
any other part of the State the small farmer 
ie played out. All the good laad in Califor- 
nia was gobbled up long ago by the land 
grabbers; an ignorant class, who cannot per- 
ceive the vast wealth that water would place 
within their grasp. But they will open their 
eyes some fine morning and then comes the 
Capitalists 
cannot résist lp yO TO by the io- 
exhaustible soil of ifornia and the 
cheap labor of China. I venture to assert 
that this is the most magnificent State of the 
Union, and the last in which a trae freeman 
would seek a home. The rich soil, the big 
timber, and the pure water are here, but it is 
impossible te find any two of them tugether. 


CONTRA COSTA-CO. 


4s supposed to be one of the best counties ia 
the State. I have travelled all over it. The 
soil is very richia the valleys,and on the 
hills. In the centre of the Co. the Mount 
Diable coal mines are very useful, because 
there is very little. wood, On my way from 
Martinez by Pachoce aod ,Antioeh to Limer- 
ick I did not see a spring well, a river ora 
stream. A thirsty cow must owe to the 
pomp. The roads in summer.are clouds of 
dust, in winter pools of mud. Thereis no 
stone at convenient distances tor road making 
and therefore the roads inthis country mast 
remain as they are, dirty in summer add use- 
less in winter. The richest soil produces from 
1500 Ibs to 2,000 Ibs per acre, and this sells 
on the ranch at two cents per Ib. Irrigation 
is dot possible, and not neceseary if there 
happens to be a. moderate supply of rain in 
winter The farmersture not rich, and tho’ 
the price of wheat this year is satisfactory, 
they are not sutisfied: The early frosts des- 
troyed the grasses, and the ground squirrels 
eat a fourth of the wheat crop. Will the far- 
mers exterminate the squirrels, or will the 
squirrels exterminate the farmers? These 
are really important questions for the people 
of Contra Costa Co. I slept foran hour at 
noon in the shade of an oak near Pacheco ; 
when I awoke I was certain J saw an earth- 
quake coming and expected to feel it; but on 
looking closer over the stubble field before 
me, I saw it was alive with gophers and 
squirrels. The farmers in this country ares 
very superior class, and therefore | was sar- 
prised to hear that the men they employ sleep 
outside in the straw yards or stables. A few 
dollars would provide a comfortable shed ; 
but the white man who takes wages from 
another is a slave, And is it not surprising 
to see crowds of men in search of masters in 
Awerica where land is so plenty? The high 
rate of wages here gives every man a chance 
to purchase liberty ; bat the majority prefer 
whiskey, . 

Io the mountain range that divides Con~ 
tra Costa from Alemeda I found a number of 
unfortunate Irish settlers as poor.aad as bap- 
py as any people in Counemara. Tempted by 
alittle spring stream that winds its way 
slowly through the hills they pat up their 
shanties beside it, acd pre-empted land not 
fit to raise potatoes or cabbage. A patch of 
wheat, a few squash,a cow or two, halfa 
score of children and half a score of chickens 
appears tobe each mang: stock in trade. 
They buy wheaten straw at Dublia, and baul 
it 10 or 15 miles tq feed their cows ia wia- 
ter ; they work for wages half the year, and 
appear to be contented. 


THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


in Contra Costa appear to meas useless in- 
stitutions. The system‘of electing school 
directors is a bad one, somé of them are as 
ignorant as moles;aud their inflaence secarves 
the election of vety ineompetent teachers. I 
saw two school teachers here who could not 
spell, aod ia their schools big handed coarse- 
boned girls reading astronomy and mathem- 
atice !! I would not be more surprised to see 
them learning to use the s and pistol. 
The boys and girls learning to write are 
compelled te hold the pen between the thumb 
and index finger, and to keep the other three 
fingers tightly closed. The band in that 
position is not at ease and cannot work. It 
is impossible to write a good legible band 
and hold the pen in that manner. The sys- 
tem of efecting Judges and school masters 
practised here ie diegraceful and dangerous. 
The people of California should send to Bos- 
ton tor school teachers.
